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Going to Grow? 


Alternative growth summit held 
by Alberta Federation of Labour

Getting the ear of government 
isn’t easy, but two members of 
Student Organized Resistance 
Movement think they’ve found a 
way to make their voices heard.

Martinez were two of the six 
members of STORM who 
attended the Alternative Growth 
Summit, held at the Crowne Plaza 
Hotel Sept. 19 and 20. The 
Summit, organized by the Alberta 
Federation of Labor, was in 
response to the provincial 
goveinment’s Alberta Growth 
Summit, set to start this Monday 
‘at thé Convention Centre. While 
both summits aim to generate 
ideas to guide the province’s 
economy into the next century, 
Martinez said many people chose 
to attend the alternative summit 
because they feel the government 
has excluded them. 

“The more ... people are 
marginalized, the more they have 
a chance to come together,” said 
Martinez. “I think that’s 
something that, in the last few 
years, has been happening here in 
Alberta. These different groups 
are saying, ‘Hmm, what’s 
happening to you is happening to 
me. Maybe we can work together,” 
said Martinez. 

Many students count 
themselves among _ those 
marginalized groups, Foufas said. 
The summit was an opportunity 
to ra.se student issues, and to 
examine them in relation to other 
issues. — 

“Students are marginalized in 
service sector jobs, [with] no 
benefits, and part time work. A lot 
of labour [concerns] are 
increasingly being connected to 
the question of being a student, 
and being eventually ejected into 
the workforce with nothing to 
show for your education,” she 
said. 


“I think people are starting to 
see these things have an 
interdependent relationship to 
each other,” added Martinez. 
“They’re not one specific area of 
concern separate from another. 
They’re all influenced by higher- 
up forces.” 

But how effective the 
Alternative Summit will be 
remains to be seen, they said. “I 
think some people had doubts ... 
that the recommendations would 
be taken seriously,” said Martinez. 
This lead to some people calling 
for more vocal protest, he 
explained. “I think they recognize 
that the various options we have 
now are \proving to be 
unresponsive. There needs to be 
alternative ways of getting 
viewpoints across, getting actions 
taken ... to reconsider ways we’ve 
been doing things for the last 20 
or 30 years.” 

They added that there seems 
to be a sense of apathy among 
students. today, and _ the

government’s Growth Summit 
does nothing to alleviate that. But 
given a stronger voice, Foufas 
believes changes can be made. 

“T think if you participate in 
the Growth Summit with 
[premier] Ralph Klein, he’s going 
to pat you on the head and send 
you back to the University and 
continue on his merry way,” she 
said. “If there’s something to get 
involved in, then people will get 
involved. If people actually feel 
that there’s a possibility of making 
a difference, then that’s what will 
get them working and thinking 
about things and politicized 
again.”

Student with sexual charges free to

The rumours you may have 
heard are true. We have a student 
on campus who has been charged 
with three counts of sexual assault, 
and one count of kidnapping. 

The first charge was made 
after when the alleged assailant 
invited a woman to his house to 
play pool. It was there, on 
December 5, 1996, that the woman 
alleges she was assaulted. 

The second offence occured on 
campus. After socializing ina HUB 
mall pub, the suspect asked a 
woman to accompany him to a 
nearby building to view some of 
his artwork. When arriving at the 
building, the woman alleges that 
she was lead to another room, held 
against her will, and sexually 
assaulted, on February 7, 1997. 

The third alleged offence 
occured between February 22-23, 
1997. A group of friends and 
aquaintances were in Banff on a ski 
trip. A 19-year old woman alleges 
that she was assulted by a man she 
knew, while she was sleeping. 

He is charged with 3 counts of 
sexual assault, and one count of

right now,” said Sandra Beggs, 
director of the Campus Sexual 
assault Centre. 

“That's a case that we’ve been 
working ona little bit.

Gretchen Hess, discipline 
officer for the University, doesn’t 
want people to panic yet. Yesterday 
afternoon, an agreement between

the accused and the University was 
reached, and it’s acceptable to the 
alleged victims. “I have talked to 
some of the girls, and they were 
pretty pleased with the 
restrictions,” said Hess. 

The restrictions are quite strict. 
“We don’t have the personnel to 
put someone with him. It would be 
unbeliveably costly. That would 
basically require three people, or at 
least two, and I don’t now what a 
campus security officer makes, but 
that’s a lot. There’s no. way we 
could [justify] that kind of money. 
And I’m not sure if it would help. 
So what we’ve done is, he’s 
allowed to go to class, basically. 
He’s allowed to do things that he 
needs to do at the University that 
are directly, never indirectly, 
relating to all his classes. He’s not 
welcome at any other public event. 
He’s not allowed to drink on 
campus. He’s got to leave at a 
reasonable hour in the evening; 
he’s got to phone Campus Security 
when he leaves campus. As well, 
all of these restrictions against him

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SPEAK OUT QUIETLY 


SU recommends STORM stay out of 
SUB, due to “unfair judgement”

STORM has found itself in the 
middle of a storm over what it can 
and can’t say about the Alberta 
Growth Summit, members found 
out last week. 

Patricia Foufas, a member of 
Student Organized Resistance 
Movement [STORM], said the 
group was given permission for a 
Sept.18 promotion of the 
Alternative Growth Summit, but 
only if nothing negative was said 
about the government’s Growth 
Summit. 

“We just wanted to advertise 
that there was an Alternative 
Growth Summit going on and get 
student participation. We thought 
we would put up tables ... here in 
SUB,” she said. 

“Because of time constraints I 
ended up talking to [SU president] 
Stephen Curran directly and ... he 
told us that we had to positively 
promote the Alternative Summit 


without saying anything negative 
about the [government’s] Growth 
Summit.” 

Foufas described the situation 
as “ridiculous, because the whole 
point of the Alternative Summit is 
to say that the Growth Summit is 
inadequate.” 

The group set up the table 
anyway, ignoring the SU’s 
warning. “We didn’t get shut down 
but that just might have been an 
accident,” she said. 

“T think it’s no place of the 
Students’ Union to be telling us 
what we can and can’t say.” 

Curran, who will be 
representing students at the 
Alberta Growth Summit, said he 
didn’t like the idea of conflicting 
messages coming out of the SU 
building. “I have no problem with 
them going out into Quad and 
screaming bloody murder of Ralph 
Klein and his cronies talking about 
the Growth Summit, how it’s not 


going to respond to anything we 
need. But you're not going to doit 
in our building because I think it’s 
an unfair judgment ... of what the 
situation is.” 

While he praised the 
Alternative Growth Summit for its 
attempt to generate new ideas to 
guide Alberta in the future, he said 
it was unfair to pre-judge the 
government’s Growth Summit 
before the process is complete. “I 
say go ahead and market [the 
alternative summit] and get more 
people involved. The more people, 
the better. But there’s no room for 
negative, disparaging comments 
about something that hasn’t even 
happened.” 

While both STORM and the SU 
try to give students a voice, he said 
STORM ’s actions won’t bolster 
communication between the two 
groups. “Right now my trust level 
with certain individuals over there 
is hurt.”

CASA builds petition to add funding to Universities

CASA, the Canadian Alliance 
of Student Associations, 
introduced a petition to campus 
last Wednesday asking the federal 
government to provide additional 
financial support to post- 
secondary institutions. 

The petition was brought 
about by the realization that 
increasing costs of tuition and fees 
at educational institutions across 
Canada are making university 
inaccessible to less affluent people. 

The petition has_ been 
introduced to all CASA member 
campuses in the country, although 
it is not mandatory for CASA 
member schools to distribute it. 

Heather Taylor, SU vp 
external, indicated that several 
schools which are not CASA 
members are also asking students 
to sign the petition. 

Specifically, the petition 
requests that “Parliament ... 
develop a system of student 
financial aid that includes the 
following elements: Special 
Opportunity Grants, a national 
grant program, expanded and 
extended interest relief, income- 


based remissions after interest 
relief, work/study programs and 
tax refunds.” Taylor indicated that 
this is intended to offset the rising 
costs of many aspects of university 
life. “It’s tuition, it’s books, it’s 
living expenses, it’s: everything 
[which has a price tag,]” Taylor 
said. 

The petition is to be introduced 
to the House of Commons in the 
fall, following a meeting between 
CASA and Human Resources 
Development Canada in October. 

According to Hoops Harrison, 
National Director of CASA, the 
petition has “created some great 
waves [federally.] All of the parties 
are asking to table it. They all want 
to have this attached to their 
names.” 

Harrison explained that tuition 
costs have been rising due to cuts 
in transfer payments from the 
federal government. He saw the 
support of the petition as an 
indication that the federal 
government wishes to give 
something back to students. 

“They do want to participate 
in reducing student debt. I think it 
rings happily in every stake 


holder’s ear: provincial, student, 
federal.” 

The federal government has 
been reluctant to force provinces to 
freeze tuition because post- 
secondary enrollment has not 
fallen as costs have risen. CASA's 
argument is that university in not 
attracting a good cross-section of 
society. The financial assistance 
that CASA is asking for is intended 
to allow those academically 
qualified for university but unable 
to afford it to attend school for a 
lower price. CASA has also 
“pushed for ... scholarships 
rewarding academic excellence,” 
Harrison said. 

Taylor indicated that while 
only “a few hundred” people have 
signed the petition so far, she is 
hoping for as many as 15,000 
signatures from the U of A. 
Nationwide, CASA is seeking 
around 250,000 signatures. The 
petition is available to be signed by 
any Canadian citizen at the SU 
executive office in 2900 SUB or any 
of the InfoBooths and student 
faculty associations on campus 
until Oct. 15.

SU president defends Premier’s growth summit

STORM can diss the Alberta 
Growth Summit if it wants, but SU 
president Stephen Curran feels it 
is a worthwhile process. 

He said the summit is a 
democratic means of gauging the 
concerns of the public, and didn’t 
fault the government for not 
calling a fall sitting of the 
Legislature. 

“This is a broader sampling of 
what the interests are exactly,” 
Curran said of the summit. 
“What’s more democratic than 
inviting the people to this kind of 
a forum and developing some 
ideas and recommendations and 
putting them forward to the 
government and seeing what they 
do with it?” 

Curran commended the 
Alternative Growth Summit for 
gathering the opinions and input 
of groups not attending the 
Alberta Growth Summit. But he 
said the Alberta Federation of 
Labour, which organized the 
Alternative Summit, declined its 
invitation to the Alberta Growth 
Summit. Given this, he wasn’t too 


sympathetic to the argument that 
labour groups were marginalized 
by the government. “You can’t 
stand up and say there’s no labor 
at this summit when you actively 
said ‘We don’t want to be there.” 

However, he did feel the 
government’s summit didn’t 
initially offer enough spaces for

students. While there are five 
students now involved in the 
summit, there were only two 
spaces reserved for students when 
the government first announced 
its plans for the summit, Curran 
said. “Who do you involve [in the 
summit]? You involve those 
people who are going to be 
involved in the economy in the 


next 10 or 20 years. I think that was 
remedied when they invited a 
number of other students to the 
growth summit, but I would have 
preferred to see a greater 
attraction of more students ... and 
youth in general.” 

He added that the AFL and 
other groups could have better 
used the Alberta Growth Summit 
to air their views. 

“T don’t think that they made 
as good use of this growth summit 
as they could have. They’ve got 
their reasons for doing so; they 
don’t want to legitimize a process 
that they think is corrupt.” 

But he did say the Alternative 
Growth Summit. was time well 
spent, as its recommendations will 
likely be examined by the 
government. “[With] as much 
publicity and attention that was 
drawn up around these ideas and 
issues, the government will have 
to pay attention to them. I think 
[the government’s] priority, 
though, is going to be responding 
to those individuals and those 
groups that came forward in the 
Growth Summit.”

Dr. Kozikis re-purchased his 
plane and train tickets and arrived 
in Edmonton last week.In his ad- 
venture to come here, Dr. Kozikis 
traveled from Minsk to Warsaw, 
Poland, and then to Edmonton. 

“T left Minsk at nine o'clock in 
the evening by train and I was in 
Warsaw by eight o’clock in the

morning. I flew from Warsaw by 
plane directly to Edmonton ... and 
arrived at 2:30 p.m. It’s a 10 hour 
flight ... you cover about 8,000 
kilometers.”

European history.”

Student group, unions to picket 
Alberta Growth Summit Monday

While the government is busy 
Monday discussing the future of 
the province at the Growth Sum- 
mit, some U of A students will be 
busy making their voices heard. 

Members of Student Organ- 
ized Resistance Movement 
[STORM], along with labour 
groups, will protest the Growth 
Summit Monday, starting at noon 
at the Convention Centre. 

“T think this Growth Summit 
was, from the start, something to 
pat the government on the back,” 
said Eddie Martinez, a member of 
STORM. “It’s basically just to get 
some new view points while 
maintaining the course, which, I 
believe, doesn’t change the prob- 
lems that we have now.” 

“No Albertan that cares about 
democracy or their well-being ... 
should even be a part of this sum- 
mit.” 

Patricia Foufas, also a member 
of STORM, said the protest is also 
meant to emphasize to the govern- 
ment that canceling the fall session 
of the legislature is “totally 
undemocratic.” 

“The Growth Summit in lieu 
of that is kind of a ridiculous 
measure,” she said 


However, SU _ president 


Stephen Curran doesn’t think pro- . 


testing is a productive activity, but 
believes the summit is. 

“The Growth Summit is all 
about bringing ideas out and 
communication between the gov- 
ernment and the province. I don’t 
think anybody should be protest- 
ing that kind of effort at develop- 
ing that kind of communication 


and the generation of ideas,” he : 


said. 

“You didn’t see any protest 
out in front of the Alternative 
Growth Summit, which was doing 
the exact same thing the actual 
Growth Summit is trying to do.” 

He added itis discouraging to 
see people pre-judging the 
Growth Summit. 

“T would ask [STORM] the 
question ‘why didn’t they use me 
as one of their representatives to 
the Growth Summit?” 

He said protesters should wait 
until the recommendations com- 
ing out of the summit have gone 
to the government before passing 
judegment. “You can’t objectively 
asses the worth or lack of value the 
Growth Summit has for Alberta’s 
economy or the people of Alberta 
until it finishes up.”

You know why we didn’t print 
the name of the guy on page one 
who’s charged with those sexual 
assaults? Because he’s not guilty 
yet. We could have. Maybe you 
think that we should have. But we 
didn’t. Because we don’t know that 
he is guilty. 

Some people are of the opinion 
that he is, others are sure that he 
isn’t. A lot of people want to see him 
die a horrible death, by their own 
hands, after what he “did” to those 
women. But what right do they have 
to pass that judgement? Are they the 
new legal system? Not likely. Vigi- 
lantes went out of style with the 
new Batman movie. 

1 have talked to a number of 
people who know the alleged of- 
fender, and they don’t believe a sin- 
gle word. They know him well 
enough not to pass judgement until 
they see the results of the court case. 
But there have been rumours 
spreading like wildfire across this 
campus. Some say that he has an 
armed guard with him all the time. 
Others say he has allegedly as- 
saulted 25 women, and that only 3 
have come forward. I can’t verify or 
disprove most of them. Most of 
what I heard from people was un- 
true, or grossly exaggerated. 

It doesn’t matter. He hasn’t been 
convicted. As a news reporter and 
especially as a news editor, I have 
no right to pass judgement. Nor do 
I want to. It just isn’t my job. I don’t 


care. We need, and want to fill 
these pages with material that in- 
terests people, and gets them 
thinking about the world they 
function in. And if people want to 
“think between the lines’ and take 
matters into their own hands, then 
that’s their right. But it isn’t why 
I write these stoties. 

I write to tell people as much 
as they need to know. That’s why 
the “offender” has no name yet. 
When he’s convicted, we’ll print 
his name 3 inches high, in 
flourescent ink, and you’re all free 
to do whatever you want. But un- 
til then, give him a break. He has 
restrictions on him, and already 
has very little freedom whatso- 
ever. He won’t be a threat to any- 
one for a while. 

For now, I'll avoid sensation- 
alism and media exaggeration. 
Believe it or not, I don’t want to 
make this bigger than it is. Sure, 
if this was a publication you actu- 
ally paid for, then I might have 
some excuse to beef it up a little 
to sell copies. But it isn’t. So I 
don’t. There’s no point. I'll give 
you the facts. Except the name. 
You don’t need it, and this guy has 
the right to be innocent right up 
until the instant when (or if) he is 
found guilty.

You should know about the 
Alternative Growth Summit, spon- 


sored by the Alberta Federation of © 


Labour (AFL) last week, because 
the issues that were discussed 
there pertain to students’ livesina 
very real way. 

The conference was held in 
opposition to the Klein govern- 
ments “Growth Summit on Alber- 
ta’s Future,” to be held next week 
in lieu of an autumn session of the 
legisl.:ture. However, unlike a leg- 
islature session, the public will not 
be able to attend, there will be only 
80 delegates present on an invita- 
tion-only basis, and 50% of these 
will be from the business sector. 

' Labour participation will be small, 
since the AFL pulled out because 
their assigned role would have 
been so marginal. What this group 
of the powerful (and a few token 
advocacy groups) will discuss is no 
less than what direction govern- 
ment policy should take now that 
there have been billion dollar 
budget surpluses in the last three 
years. 

The first thing students should 
be asking themselves is,” Where’s 
the democracy in this arrange- 
ment?” Most MLAs will not be 
present, and ordinary Albertans 


. ple working in part-time, hourly 


cannot even observe the sessions. 
The U of A has two representa- 
tives at the Summit, but since del- 
egates are not able to choose what 
sessions to attend, it is likely that 
the invitation was a pacifying 
gesture on the government’s part 
more than anything else. 

The second thing we should 
ask is, “Where’s the Alberta Ad- 
vantage we keep hearing so much 
about?” Apparently Alberta’s 
economy is on the upswing, but 
how does it affect students? Let’s 
leave the depressing edifice of 
tuition hikes, corporate sponsor- 
ship and companies advertising 
in the johns, and examine the 
prospects for individual students 
— what job options do we have? 

Well, sectors like retail and 
hospitality that students are 
likely to work in have grown, but 
the real hourly wage has de- 
creased by 13.9 % since the early 
eighties. Compare this to corpo- 
rate profits, which increased by 
85.4 % from 1992-1995. Even less 
encouraging, and the most shock- 
ing thing I learned at the AFL's 
Alternative Growth Summit, is 
that the Alberta minimum wage 
is $2.60 less than what Statistics 
Canada has established as the 
wage that would allow someone 
to live at the poverty line. 

What this means is that peo- 


paid jobs —a group whicha high 
number of students are included 
in — are not getting a piece of the 
pie in the Alberta Advantage. 
And since we have a limited role 
in the Summit, we don’t have a 
way of expressing our discontent. 

We simply cannot afford to be 
silent in this political climate. I 
urge you to try to make a ruckus 
in whatever way you can. Asum- 
mit on Alberta’s economic future 
cannot be decided without the 
input of Abertans.

HOW TO BEAT THE BANKS

Angry at big bank profits? 
You shouldn’t be. Someday we'll 
all be old and probably have fi- 
nancial institution stocks in our 
RRSPs. Bank profits look a 
whole lot different when they’re 
helping you enjoy freedom at 55. 

But in the meantime, as fi- 
nancially constrained young 
scholars, we can keep the banks 
from reaching too deeply into 
our pockets. Here are a few tips: 

1) Lose the debit card. I just 
can’t understand the fascination 
with them. It’s as if bankers 
shouted “Interac!” and Canadi- 
ans suddenly started hurling 
themselves, lemming-like, off 
the financial cliff. For starters, 
you probably pay a service 
charge of one kind or another 
every time you use a debit ma- 
chine. Second, a credit card is far 
more prudent. Press the “OK” 
key on a debit terminal and the 
money is instantly zapped out of 
your account. With a credit card 
you’ve got almost THREE 
WEEKS of your money earning 
YOU interest in the bank until 
the bill comes due. 

2) Use credit carefully. Seems 
simple, but too few people do it 


properly. Get a card with the mini- 
mum possible credit line. Pay it 
promptly and build a good credit 
rating for when you need a mort- 
gage or car loan. If you’re worried 
about overspending, leave the card 
at home as muchas possible. Don’t 
switch to debit.It’s just as easy to 


blow a $500 account balance with . 


a debit card as it is to rack up a $500 
credit card bill. 

3) Get a reward card. My Club Z 
Visa has already earned me $120 
in free restaurant meals at Zellers. 
Many cards let you earn travel 
miles or rebates toward a car or 
mortgage. 

4) Just say no to annual fees. Why 
should you pay a fee ona card that 
charges 17% interest? If you carry 
a balance, you might be better off 
paying an annual fee for a lower 


interest rate card. Otherwise, it’s 
dumb to pay a yearly fee for the 
privilege of letting your bank col- 
lect a merchant fee on each pur- 
chase you make. 

5) Consolidate your business. The 
more business you do with one in- 
stitution, the greater leverage you 
have against fees. My bank offered 
me a year of free service charges 


on my chequing account if I 


opened a MasterCard with them. 
6) Negotiate, negotiate. My bank 


charges an annual fee for its 
MasterCard. I have been exempted 
in perpetuity. Why? I asked them 
to waive it, in light of the amount 
of business Id already given them. 

7) Use your own bank’s ATMs. 
This is so simple, yet how many of 
us do it? You can get charged twice 
— by your bank and the one that 
owns the ATM. Get a little exercise 
and find your own bank’s ma- 
chine. (Wanna know why they 
charge such high fees? Those ma- 
chines cost $30,000 apiece.) 

8) If you're a lazybones like me, 
the National, Laurentian and Ca- 
nadian Western Banks let you 
use all Interac ATMs for free. (They 
don’t have their own.) Alberta 
Treasury Branch customers can use 
credit union ATMs at no charge 
and vice versa. 

9) Oppose bank mergers. Huh? 
I’m nota business student, you say, 
so why should I care? Look at it 
this way. Suppose a certain fast 
food chain started buying up all 
the other restaurants. Prices would 
go up as competitive pressure 
went down. Soon consumer choice 
would be limited to “With cheese 
or without?” That’s what’s hap- 
pening in banking. Scotiabank just 
bought National Trust (as well as 
Montreal Trust) and Royal Bank 
purchased Royal Trust. The Finan- 
cial Post reports National Bank 
may buy Laurentian Bank assets 
and CIBC is interested in Canada 
Trust. This means far fewer options 
for you if your bank doesn’t offer 
what you need at a price you can 
afford. What to do? Write to Fi- 
nance Minister Paul Martin (post- 
age-free) at the House of Com- 
mons, Ottawa, K1A 0A6, and tell 
him to refuse these mergers. (He 
has the final say.) 

Asa fellow student, I wish you 
luck in the financial services jun- 
gle. Remember, the best customer

The provincial government 
streamlined the development proc- 
ess by cutting down on the number 
of public hearings and environ- 
mental assessments that corpora- 
tions must go through. 

This means that the average 
citizen will have fewer chances to 
object to development projects in 
their backyards. Klein and friends 
also undermined the professional 
objections of environmentalists by 
labelling them as “special interest 
groups” and denying them access 
to key meetings and reports. 

Finally, the Special Places 2000 
program is a joke. It’s supposed to 
preserve natural areas, but former 
provincial environment minister 
Ty Lund repeatedly said that de- 
velopment would be permitted in 
virtually all of the “special places.” 
Since when is a stripmine a natu- 
ral habitat? Not surprisingly, Al- 
berta routinely receives failing 
grades from the World Wildlife 
Federation for their pathetic at- 
tempts at “environmental protec- 
tion.” 

The government’s motivation 
behind all of these environmental 
atrocities is the desire to stimulate 
the economy. Klein and his cronies 
have repeatedly stated that eco- 
nomic development is their top 
priority. Along the way, unfortu- 
nately, they've given corporations 
all the rights and left none for the 
citizens, the trees, and the animals. 

In its blind pursuit of profit, the 
provincial government is neglect- 
ing its responsibility to the people 
of ‘Alberta. Our world deserves 
better. The role of a government is

Above all else, The Edge, filmed near 
Canmore and the Rockies, provides an es- 
cape from the unrealistic, computer-gen- 
erated fantasy world setting that Holly- 
’ wood that has exhausted. Instead, The Edge 
brings tangible earthly dangers to the 
screen to play on our fears. It is a film that 
functions as a classic wilderness survival 
adventure of man versus beast and man 
versus man; the separating line is a fine 
one.

The idea is good; the characters are 
good; the dialogue, unfortunately, is not. 
But it was wise for director Lee Tamahori 
(who also directed Once Were Warriors) 
to choose a great actor like Hopkins as 
the central character to deal with this 
awkward aspect of the script. 

Hopkins plays Charles Morse, a bil- 
lionaire with a much younger wife 
(played by Elle MacPherson) who is a 
model. When she goes on a photo shoot in 
Alaska, his childish preoccupation with the 
wild gets the better of him and he follows 
her. In this isolated, savage region, a pho- 
tographer named Robert Green (Baldwin) 
is looking for the perfect picture, but he 
discovers it already hanging in the cabin 
where they are staying. It is a photo that 
was taken by the owner of the cabin. The 


subject of the photo is a Native man, and 
Green, eager to copy it, goes looking for him, 
along with his assistant, who provides much 
of the humour in this film. He is possibly one 
of the dumbest characters ever created in non- 
comedic film. . 

Naturally, their plane crashes, and every- 
one but the pilot survives. It is lucky for Green 
and his assistant that Morse is well prepared. 
He knows all the theory on how to survive, 
but now he has to put it into practice as an old 
man with everything good in this life to lose. 


What follows is a series of adventures 
and struggles, which are all expertly cho- 
reographed and filmed in a rugged, almost 
claustrophobic landscape. Morse had al- 
ways had his suspicions of Green’s rela- 
tionship with his wife, but when they finally 
reach safety, completely due to Morse’s in- 
telligence and patience, Green is all but grate- 
ful. 

At this point, I felt that the story broke 
down alittle. But at the same time, it is alsoa 
logical conclusion to the film, and an ending

that is diametrically opposed to the usual way 
these films end (i.e. with a great bonding be- 
tween the members who survived). In the 
harsh conclusion of The Edge, some of the re- 
alism is sacrificed in order to allow for an origi- 
nal ending. Tamahori did a good job of keep- 
ing it succinct and to the point. 

The Edge is good entertainment that is well 
filmed, well acted, and well directed. It cre- 
ates a fascinating, but chaotic equality be- 
tween its principle players: man, animal, and 
setting.

Beneath the Valley of the Uliravixens 
directed by Russ Meyer

In the opening scenes of Beneath the 
‘Valley of the Ultravixens, narrator Stu 
Lancaster informs us: “Behind every 
door, a story; behind every story, a 
good woman,” and because this is a 
Russ Meyer film, behind every good 
woman is a weak-minded man, grunt- 
ing aad sweating for her pleasure. 

This is exactly where we find our 
two main characters: the top heavy 
Lavonia (Francesca “Kitten” Navidad), 
and her beau, scrap yard worker Lamar 
Shedd (Ken Kerr). The couple’s rela- 
tionship is in jeopardy due to his in- 
ability to “look a good fuck in the eye.” 
He is unable to perform in the mission- 
ary position, and instead opts for the 
‘rear’ entrance (if you know what I 
mean). 

In order to rectify this (pun in- 
tended), Lavonia disguises herself as a 
Spanish stripper, and uses a sock to 
have sex with Lamar while he is 
drugged unconscious and tied to a bed. 


Oddly enough, this tactic fails, and the 
couple is forced to seek the help of the 
town dentist/ marriage counsellor Dr. Asa 
Lavender (Robert Pearson). The good doc- 
tor, however, tries to rape Lamar, while his 
assistant, Clovilla Thatch (Sharon Hill) has 
relations with Lavonia. This scene is par- 
ticularly offensive due to the fact that the 
doctor is portrayed as a ridiculous stere- 
otype and is referred to as a “fucking fag- 
got.” However, the film seems to have no 
problem with same sex relations as long 
as they only occur between women. 

The couple finally find their solution 
in the form of female radio evangelist

Eufaula Roop (Anne Marie), who purges 
Lamar of his deviant ways by baptizing 
him live on the air. She performs the sa- 
cred act while riding him in a bathtub. 
After this ordeal, will Lamar and 
Lavonia find happiness with each other? 
Will she continue to screw the local gar- 
bage man, and a fourteen-year-old decath- 
lete? Will he continue to bang his voluptu- 


ous boss at the scrap yard? Will there be 
a point to the numerous other sex scenes 
throughout the movie? Will the mam- 
mary surplussed women in the film de- 
velop chronic back pain? 

This film (which was co-written by 
film critic Roger Ebert under the clever 
pseudonym R. Hyde) fails to make us 
care about the answers to these questions 
for several reasons. Firstly, Meyer has 
given us a weaker film than most of his 
previous efforts, which are less explicit, 
and more story driven. Compared to 
Faster Pussycat Kill! Kill! or Beyond the 
Valley of the Dolls, Ultravixens is more of 
a stylistic porno, comprised of a series of 
sex scenes which are unimportant to the 
narrative. Secondly, the texture of the film 
is not nearly as striking as his earlier 
work. The colours are dull, which is par- 
tially due to the boring sets and costum- 
ing: Often, the film makes you feel as if 
you are watching an old episode of the 
Dukes of Hazard where the filler car 
chases have been replaced by filler sex 
scenes. Lastly, the characters are two-di- 
mensional. Most of the personalities in 
the film are silly stereotypes. It’s hard to 
care whether these hillbillies live, die, or 
become celibate. 

Having said this, some must be won- 
dering what the hype is about with Russ 
Meyer. Why has he been labelled an auteur, 


and compared to the likes of Hitchcock? The 
man does possess.a unique style of photog- 
raphy and editing. His kinky breast-obsessed 
films employ extreme camera angles, inter- 
esting tracking and pans, and quick editing 
(his average shot lasts only five seconds). 
This (his 23rd and last film) does contain 
some interesting film making, such as the 
‘beneath the bedsprings’ shot, as well as 
enough phallic symbols to make a film prof 
squeal with delight. 

Unfortunately, Ultravixens is a sub- 
standard showcase of Meyer’s ability. To 
fully understand the scope of the man’s tal-

ents, I recommend renting one of the afore- 
mentioned masterpieces: Faster Pussycat 
Kill! Kill!, or my favourite, the ultra-hip Be- 
yond the Valley of the Dolls. (also penned by 
Ebert). Beneath the Valley of the Ultravixens is 
the second film presented by Metro Cinema 
in a series entitled “Cinema that Doesn’t 
Play by the Rules”; Ultravixens certainly 
doesn’t, but not with as much skill as other 
Meyer films.

Intimacy is an essential part of ourselves, 
and of our desire to be part of someone or 
something else. Intimacy is also something 
that requires care, caution, and primarily, 
time. With life being either cellophane 
wrapped or digitally rendered has it, or will 
it, become possible for us to achieve intimacy 
instantly? Is this intimacy as fulfilling or dis- 
tinctive as intimacy achieved when it is lips 
instead of modems connecting? Instant In- 
timacy is an innovative presentation with 
ten startling installations — each one an- 
swering, in a modernistic fashion, the ques- 
tion of whether or not “instant intimacy” is 
possible. In Instant Intimacy, eleven fearless, 
resourceful artists have created installations 
that surprise, amaze and even frighten you 
in their sincerity and perceptiveness. 

Beau Coleman’s “Continental Divide” 
involves four television sets, creating a four 
dimensional space where the viewer stands 
in the middle. Here, they watch, listen and 
absorb as the same mouth appears on the 
screens and speaks in a rather cryptic, 
rhythmic pace. Close your eyes and the bar- 
riers disappear and you hear only the text, 
unaware of where it is being spoken from, 
listening only to its message. 

Another interesting installation is Karen 
Guttman’s “VLT,” which is a truly interac- 
tive video lottery terminal. She challenges

“T really am an aberration .... Most peo- 
ple believe it is important to love people, to 
have a mate. I believed it was important to 
love people, raise my beloved children, & 
write books.” 


Margaret Laurence wrote these words © 


in her journal shortly before her death in 
1987. From a very young age, she was 
driven to be a writer, and her Manawaka 
series made her one of Canada’s most cel- 
ebrated authors. However, as James King 
makes clear in The Life of Margaret 
Laurence, her writing also placed a tremen- 
dous strain on her domestic life and ulti- 
mately lead to the collapse of her marriage. 

King’s portrait of Margaret Laurence 
reveals an intelligent, vibrant, and sensitive 
woman. He begins with her childhood in 
Neepawa, Manitoba — the small town from 
which she drew much of the material for 
her famed Manawaka novels. Both her par- 
ents died before she was 10, and Margaret’s 
young life was shaped by the domineering 
influence of her patriarchal grandfather, 
John Simpson — an influence which she 
exorcised partially through the character 
of Grandfather Connor in the short story 
collection A Bird in the House. 

After leaving Neepawa to go to col- 
lege in Winnipeg, Margaret married Jack 
Laurence, an engineer ten years her sen- 
ior. Once Jack finished his engineering 
degree, the two moved to Africa where he 
worked overseeing the construction of 
dams. 


the escapist nature of the game 
by replacing oranges and sev- 
ens with symbols of personal 
identity—such as body parts. 
It was phenomenal. 

“1-900” is Darrin Hagen’s 
attempt to portray the relation- 
ships built over phone-sex 
lines. He shows how the lines 
of fantasy and reality easily 
blur. This installation has only 
a few performance times, and 
none I could attend, but the 
premise and set looked very 
promising. 

Alex Viszmeg’s “When the 
Cows Come Home” features 
alternating footage of a cow 
auctioneer and projections of 
other things for sale in society— 
from the rain forest to ourselves. 
Consumerism is effectively and 
intriguingly explored in this de- 
termined installation. 

Angus Wyatt’s “Solace” 
would fit well on the cover of 
Huxley’s Brave New World Revis- 
ited. A love seat with an elec- 
tronic gloved hand and offered 
pillow offer comfort without . 
having to actually deal with 
another person. Chillingly 
simple, and perhaps my 
favorite installation, it clearly 
illustrates the ways we allow 
technology into our lives, and 
how we come to appreciate its detached 
coldness instead of dealing with real peo- 
ple. 

The exhibit shows that technology is in- 
vasive. It slithers slowly into our lives, pro- 
gressively increasing our dependence upon 
it until we do not ask questions anymore 
because we fear that the answers might 


While in Africa, Margaret realized 
that her writing opened a gulf between 
her and other women. The birth of her two 
children also forced her to acknowledge 
the the amount of time her writing career 
was taking from her domestic life. She 
was torn between the conflicting roles of 
wife, mother, and writer. “If only one 
could be one thing or another — either 
mother or woman, either woman or writer 
— but God damn, to be split so many 
ways is JUST NOT FAIR,” she wrote to a 
friend. 

Later, she and her family moved to 
Vancouver, where Margaret began work 
on The Stone Angel. Ironically, the book 
which ignited her fame also lead to her sepa- 
ration from her husband, since Margaret re- 
alized that her career as a writer prevented 
her from being the kind of devoted wife Jack 
wanted. “Strange reason for breaking up a 
marriage: a novel. I had to go with the old 
lady, I really did, but at the same time I felt 
terrible about hurting him.” Margaret moved 
with her children to England in order to de- 
vote herself to her writing. Many years later, 
once her divorce was finalized, she moved 
back to Canada and spent the end of her life 
in Lakefield, Ontario. 

In many ways, Margaret Laurence was a 
literary pioneer. She wrote about the private 
lives of women during a time when topics like 
rape, menstruation, childbirth, and birth con- 
trol were still taboo. Because her novels dealt 
with the quest for female identity and the 
acquisition of female power ina largely male 
world, Margaret Laurence drew from in- 
tensely personal experiences in her writing 
— making it an incredibly painful process at 
times. 

King sucessfully addresses the delicate 
subjects of Margaret Laurence’s insecurity, her 
alcoholism, and her tragic suicide. However,

cause us to question or even attempt to 
monitor technology and its uses. 

Go see this exhibit — don’t miss it for 
anything. Seldom is there a collection of 
work so powerful, enlightening, and ac- 
cessible that it refreshes attitudes and pro- 
vokes thought. Allow Instant Intimacy to 
crash you into awareness.

I was somewhat disappointed by this biogra- 
phy because I expected to be drawn into it , 
the way I was drawn into Margaret | 
Laurence’s novels. While King’s clear prose | 
and thoughtful insights skillfully document 
Laurence’s life and work, his writing lacks her 
gift of baring one human soul to another. In 
fact, the most enthralling passages in the bi- 
ography are the excerpts from Laurence’s 
journals and letters: her thoughts are strik- 
ingly articulate and often very witty. 

For a Margaret Laurence fan, this biogra- 
phy will provide a lot of insight into her liter- 
ary motivation. But her life story also success- 
fully stands alone as a great human struggle.

What if you were forced to 
beat-up some punk who tried to 
mugy‘ou, and a complete stranger, 
who was obviously in awe of your 
combative prowess approached 
you and said, “Man, you fight like 
a SEAL!” 

Well, you may come one step 
closer to achieving your violent 
fantasy this weekend at the Jeet 
Kune Do Club’s Ist annual “Street- 
Safe” workshop. 

This two-day event features 
Thomas Cruse (not Top Gun Tom), 
one of only a few senior full JKD 
instructors in the world, and 
former hand-to-hand combat 
instructor to the Navy SEALs. 

Cruse is also responsible for 
teaching JKD concepts to special 
units of the FBI, DEA, CIA, private 
security personnel, several 
women’s self-defense groups, and 
many law enforcement agencies 
across the U.S. and Europe. 

The workshop will be held on 
September 27, and 28, which 
incluites ten hours of training in 
Jeet Kune Do concepts. 

“This workshop is meant to 
cover fundamental street-defense 
concepts and skills which are 
meant to increase the participant’s 
odds of surviving a violent 


confrontation,” says Greg LeBoeuf, 
the JKD club’s head instructor and 
student of Thomas Cruse. 
Originally, Jeet Kune Do was 
the result of Bruce Lee’s 
dissatisfaction with classical

martial arts. He believed they were 
too limited, which confined its 
practitioners to a fixed “style”. 

Bruce Lee developed Jeet 
Kune Do in order to help himself 
and his students achieve the 
freedom to express themselves in 
combat. 

One of Lee’s concepts was the 
emphasis on _ developing 
combative attributes, such as 


timing,coordination,and body 
mechanics, rather than spending 
copious amounts of time perfecting 
techniques practiced in an 
unrealistic manner. 


He also encouraged his. 


students to test skills they 
learned in order to determine 
their effectiveness, and to 
incorporate their own 
interpretations on fighting. 

“Absorb what is useful, 
reject what is not, and add what 
is specifically your own,” said 
Cruse. 

Today, as a result of 
continued development and 
evolution, the combative 
concepts of Jeet Kune Do include 
a synergistic combination of 
dozens of martial arts, including 
Brazilian jiu-jitsu, Muay thai, 
savate, and kali. 

Look forward to seeing these 
and many other elements of JKD 
at the workshop to be held at the 
Education Gym, Saturday from 2 
pm-6pm, and Sunday 11 am- 
5pm.
